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During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 827 Registrars’ 
Districts in Ireland 25,799 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 23.6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population*—and 20,820 deaths, representing an annual rate of 
19.1 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 
Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports), 4,109 persons emigrated. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24.4 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15.7 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0.1 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years 1901-1910, but 0.1 above the rate for the first quarter of 
1910. The deaths are 463 below those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1910 ; 
the death-rate is 0.4 below the rate for that quarter, and 1.4 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. ; 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1910, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 3,836 in the average number 
_of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 16,083 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 1901-1910, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 5,241, and the number of persons on 
_ out-door relief shows a decrease of 18,521, the total under both heads being 22.7 per cent.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,198) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter of 1910 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.1 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1909, and also 0.1 above the average rate for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years 1900-1909. Of the total number of marriages, 3,396 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,802 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4.2 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6.4 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under each heading 
is equal to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


Of the 22,120 marriages registered last year, 5,999 were registered in the first 
quarter, 5,459 in the second, 5,464 in the third, and 5,198 in the fourth.

Acxrs.—Of the 20,820 deaths registered last quarter, 2,471, or 11.9 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age ; and 9,045, or 43.4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 95.8 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 13 .4 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11.8 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11.9 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8.3 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 37.8 per cent.; in Munster, to 45.4 per cent. ; m Ulster, to 42.3 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 56.6 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisEAsES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
892, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0.82 per 1,000 living.

Enteric FEver.—There were 86 deaths from enteric fever; this figure is equa- 
to the average for the 5 years 1906-1910, and represents an annual mortality rate of 
0.08 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland, estimated to the middle of the vear 1911 
In each of the three preceding quarterly periods deaths from enteric fever were 61, 60, 
and 85. Of the 86 deaths, 20 belonged to Dublin county borough. ie 


| 
Typuus.—The deaths from typhus, 14 in number, are 4 below the average ; in the 


three preceding quarters such deaths were 24, 11, and 21, respectively. The deaths 
occurred in the following Unions :—Four in Oughterard ; 3 in Kilrush; 2 in Castlebar ; 


and one in each of Ballymena, Belfast, Ennistimon, Galway, and Rathdrum. 


The Registrar of Craggaknock district, in Kilrush Union, writes as follows :—‘‘ In 
one townland there were 18 cases of typhus fever ; all removed to hospital, except two.” 


SMALL-Pox.—The returns showed that there was no mortality or incidence of small- 
pox recorded in Ireland during the period under notice. 


MrAsLes.—The mortality rate represented by the deaths from measles, 137 in number, 
was 0.13 per 1,000. | The average for the corresponding quarter of the past five years is 
145, and: the deaths occurring in the three preceding quarters—406, 189, and 120, respec- 
tively. Of the total deaths, 47 belonged to Dublin county borough ; 20 to Tyrone county ; 
and 10 to Londonderry county and county borough; deaths from measles occurred in 
certain Registrars’ districts as follows:—In the Superintendent Registrar’s district of 
Drogheda, 7 deaths ; in Lurgan No. 1 Registrar’s district, 6 deaths ; in each of Dungannon 
and Claremorris, 5 deaths, and in each of Banbridge and Coal Island, 4 deaths. 


ScARLET FEveR.—During the period there were 78 deaths from scarlet fever registered 
in the whole of Ireland. _Of this total 23 belonged to Dublin county borough ; 4 occurred 
in Belfast county borough ; and 3 in each of the Superintendent Registrar’s districts of 
Claremorris, Larne, Lisburn, and Tipperary. Deaths from scarlet fever were in excess of 
the average (31) for the preceding five years, and the mortality rose from 29 deaths in the 
June quarter of 1910 to 38 in the September quarter, to 64 in the December quarter, and 


_ again to 78 in the period under notice. 


Wuoorrnc-CovcH.—The number of deaths from whooping-cough, 238, is below 
the average (287), for the corresponding period in the five years preceding. The deaths 


_ represent an annual rate of 0.22 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. Deaths 


from whooping-cough in the three preceding quarterly periods numbered 366, 199, and 
190, respectively. Of the total deaths, 69 belonged to Dublin county borough ; 31 to 
Londonderry county and county borough ; and 29 to Cork county and county borough 


DipHTHERIA.—The mortality figures for diphtheria show that the deaths are a little 
over the average, the former being 100, and the latter 92. The 100 deaths are equal to 
an annual rate of 0.09 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. Deaths from 
diphtheria, which in each of the June and September quarters of 1910 numbered 73, rose 
to 88 in the December quarter of the year, and again rose to 100 in the period under notice, 
Of the deaths 23 appertained to Dublin county borough, and 9 to the Registrar’s 
District of Dundalk. 


DrarrHa@a DisEases.—The total, 239, includes 4 deaths from dysentery, 58 deaths 
from diarrhoea of persons aged 2 years and upwards, and 177 deaths of children under 
2 years of age from diarrhcea and enteritis. Of the latter, 50 belonged to Dublin county 


borough, and 22 to Belfast. county borough. 


TuBERCULOUS DisEase.—According to the numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, there were 2,495 deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease registered during 
the March quarter of the year ; this figure represents an annual mortality rate from the 
disease of 2.29 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year, 


‘In the notes which follow, which have been kindly furnished by the Registrars of 


these respective districts, special information regarding the status of tuberculous disease, 


as well as observations on the sanitation of the country are included.

Waterford ; Woodstown.—* Three cases of pulmonary tuberculosis were imported 
from outside the district during the past quarter, but no new cases have occurred in the 
district for the past two years. This I attribute to the healthy dwellinghouses that have 
been provided for the working classes, the thorough system of domestic scavenging 
practised in the villages of the district, the careful disinfecting of premises, and to the 
educational campaign that has been carried on throughout the country.” 


Waterford; Waterford Urban, No. 1.—‘ There is a marked diminution in the 
proportion of deaths due to tubercle.” | 


Waterford ; Ulid.—* It is notable that for the first time for fifteen years we have no 
death from tuberculosis or any infectious disease.” ; 


Cavan ; Killashandra.—‘ The branch of the Women’s Health Association and Girls’ 
Guild of same Society are doing valuable work in the district. They have got people 
to keep their windows open where I failed repeatedly.” 


Oldcastle ; Ballyjamesduff.—< A general improvement in the better living of all 
classes together with a better consideration for good sanitary surroundings.” 


Milford ; Rosguill.— There appears to be a good prospect of improvement being 
affected in the sanitation of dwelling houses during the coming years, as there are no less 
than 140 applications for grants under the Congested District Board’s new scheme for 
improvement of dwellings.” 


Banbridge ; Loughbrickland.—* There is very little tuberculosis in the district at 
present, seemingly getting less every year.” 


Larne ; Waterfoot.—‘ Only one case of tuberculous disease in the entire district.” 


Castlereagh ; Loughglinn.—‘ There is a marked improvement in the houses of the 
people as regards sanitation and ventilation.” 


Kenmare; Tuosist.—‘“ The remaining three cases of pulmonary tuberculosis contracted 
in America. The danger of allowing the return to their families of those poor victims of 
the scourge is obvious.” 


Listowel ; Ballylongford.—< Two deaths from Consumption proper. What is very 
remarkable in one case, the family of sisters and brothers, nine in all, died from same 
disease, ranging from 18 to 28 years of age.” 


Youghal ; Clashmore.—* There has been much bronchitis and broncho-pneumonia 
during last two months of quarter amongst children.—I would wish to call attention to 
the custom here of swathing children’s chests in flannel; it hinders respiration and 
prevents proper chest development and so may act as a predisposing factor in tuber- 
culous phthisis. The use of light, elastic and warm underclothing for infants is very 
desirable, but in country districts the popular opinion is that weight is necessary for 
warmth.” 


Lisnaskea ; Derrylin.—‘ Consumption or tubercle in some of its forms is always 
with us, and is likely to stay.” 





Stranorlar ; Killygordon.—* There has been a larger ratio of deaths than usual from 
different forms of tuberculosis.” 


Banbridge ; Ballyward.—« The precautions taken against the spread of tuberculosis 
are scanty. Most of the poorer classes are ignorant of the danger of infection.” 


Coleraine ; Aghadowey.—* Mortality from tuberculous disease (7) particularly high.” 


Cancer.—Under the head of cancer, 874 deaths were returned as registered during 
the quarter ; this number corresponds to an annual death-rate of 0.80 per 1,000. The 
rates in each of the three preceding quarters are 0.74, 0.73, and 0.83, respectively.

VIOLENCE.—The deaths from accidental violence, homicide, and suicide numbered 
281. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :-— 
Measles in 37 districts, scarlet fever in 47, whooping-cough in 46, diphtheria in 29, fever 
in 21—typhus in 7, and enteric in 14, influenza in 49, mumps in 8, and chicken-pox in 
2 districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 65.] 


_ Inquests.—There were 468 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 45 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 50 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 43, in 
Ulster 1 to 36, and in Connaught 1 to 83. 


Dratus 1n Pustic Insrirutions.Oi the 20,820 deaths registered, 4,276, or 20.5 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 27.5, in 
Munster 24.0, in Ulster 14.6, and in Connaught 15.1. 


UncERTIFIED DEAtTus.—According to the returns, 5,196 of the 20,820 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being nearly 25 per cent. of the total. 
In Leinster the percentage was 18, in Munster 27, in Ulster 21, and in Connaught the 
uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the names of the 
stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. ; ITALIC CAPITAIS, 
telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting 
stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 6 p.m.; Italics, auxiliary climatological stations, 9 a.m. only. At Valencia (and 
at Limerick during February and March) an additional observation was taken at 3 p.m. The after 
noon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in computing the number of days of 
“overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting stations (italic capitals or Roman type) the results 
given under “ hygrometer ” and “cloud ” are based on the morning observations only. ; 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for station level. They 
are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m.; or 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 9 p.m.; or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case 
may be. 

Sr ehorctaes Ai certain stations the vapour pressure and relative humidity are the results obtained 
from the daily values. These are entered in italic type. At other stations the calculations are made 
from the monthly means of the dry and wet bulb readings. ‘ 

Rainfall—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog, and Gale, are 
‘counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the case of rainfall (see above) 
the day is the civilday. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear sky,” if the average of the estimates of the 
“amount of cloud ” at the hours of observation is less than 2, and as an “ overcast’ day if the average is 
greater than 8. : 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observations of calms 
and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. At Valencia and Armagh the 
wind observations are based on the records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2), Velocities 
of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles 
‘in the hour, or above, as gales. ; a! eae 

Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 years 1871-1905 ; 
Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. 4 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed from the moe 
for the stations included in the Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office.

CastiLeBar ; Balla.—District healthy. 


CastLeBar ; Castlebar, No. 1, W.—Some cases 
of mild scarlet fever occurred; also some cases of 
an indefinable type of fever, neither typhus nor 
enteric, having an irregular course and tempera- 
ture about 100°F., and lasting about 10 to 14 
days. 

CasTLEBAR; Castlebar, No. 2.—The severe 
weather prevalent during the greater part of the 
months of January, February, and March made 
parents and persons in charge of children unwil- 
ling to bring the latter to the dispensaries for vac- 
cination; hence the small number of successful 
primary vaccinations during the quarter. The 
sanitary arrangements in the district leave very 
much to be desired. 


CrarEmorris ; Ballyhaunis.—Generally speak- 
ing, the health of the district has been good 
throughout the quarter. There were five cases of 
scarlet fever; two of those died in the Union 
Hospitai; the other three are, I am told, conva- 
lescent there. Sanitation progressive. No cancer. 
Of the deaths registered, four were of persons 
over 85 and five over 90 years. The persistent 
neglect of arterial drainage is an abiding and 
serious menace to public health here. 





CLAREMORRIS; Claremorris, W.—Measles has 
been prevalent during the quarter. 
Kintiata, Killala, W.—Two cases of scarlet 


fever occurred in one family. It is not known 
how the infection was conveyed to the members of 
this family. There were five deaths from pul- 
monary tuberculosis during the quarter. 


Westport; Achi/l.—General health and sani- 
tary state good. No epidemic present. Very few 
children presented for vaccination. 


Westport; Ballycroy.—A great number of 
cases of sore throat here (non diphtheritic) during 
quarter. Weather uncommonly fine. Bronchial 
ailments much less than usual. 


Westport ; /slandeady.—The sanitary arrange- 
ments of the district are pretty good. At present 
there is a possibility of an epidemic of scarlatina. 
A few cases of typhoid fever have occurred, and 
vaccination has been at a low ebb. 

Westport ; Lowisburgh.—General sanitary con- 
dition of district good. Whooping-cough very 
prevalent during quarter. On this account vac- 


cination has to be absolutely postponed. One 

case of diphtheria occurred during quarter. 
Westrort; Newport.—Three deaths from 

tuberculosis. Sanitary condition of some of the 


houses in the town very bad. Two cases of scar- 
latina reported. 

Westport; Westport, IW.—Of the 44 deaths 
registered, 29 were of persons 65 years or over, 27 
70 years or over, 14 80 years or over, three 90 


years or over, and one was 104 years. 


Roscommon County. 


Aratone; Athlone, No. 2.—Owing to the in- 
clemency of the weather, the vaccinations are 
small. 

AvTHLONE: Brideswell.—The health of the dis- 
trict is very good, there being practically no sick- 
ness prevalent. Vaccinations are very backward 
owing to the severe weather of the past month.

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ATHLONE; Kiltoom.—The typhoid fever case 
registered occurred in July last. Owing to the 
presence of whooping-cough, vaccination post- 
poned until recently ; however, children recovered 
or not suffering from the disease are getting vac- 
cinated gradually. Otherwise the health and 
sanitary condition satisfactory. A large number 
of deaths, viz.—13 of persons over 65 years, were 
registered during the quarter. 

Boyte; Boyle, No. 1, W.—Bronchitis was pre- 
valent among children and old people; but there 
was no epidemic during the past quarter. 

BoyvteE; Keadew.—Epidemic of pneumonia 
during this quarter. 

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON ; Aughrim.—The health 
of the district continues good. 


CasTLEREAGH ; Ballaghaderreen.—Owing to the 
season of the year, vaccination was not good. 


CASTLEREAGH ; Frenchpark.—There were two 
deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis. Of the 29 
deaths, six were of persons over 80 years, and one 
death occurred at the age of 95. 


CasTLEREAGH ; Loughglinn.—There is a marked 
improvement in the houses of the people as re- 
gards sanitation and ventilation. The prevailing 
dampness is the cause of the great number of 
bronchial troubles, but is being much remedied 
by drainage scheme. There has been no death 
from cancer. 


Roscommon ; Athleague.—A pure water supply 
for drinking purposes urgently required through- 
out the district. 

Roscommon; Loscommon, W.—Amongst the 
deaths is that of a man whose age was given as 
104 years. I believe this to be quite correct. One 
death from whooping-cough. 


StRoKESTOWN; Roosky.—Two deaths, from 
tuberculous. disease, one from searlatina, 
and two from whooping-cough. The death 


of one man at the advanced age of 107 years was 
registered during the quarter. Sanitation pro- 
gressive. 





Srrokestown; Strokestown, I’.—There was 


one death from diphtheria.

Bovie; Gurteen.—Several cases of influenza 
during past quarter. District healthy. 


Dromore, WEST; Castleconor.—The health of 
the village of Enniscrone is anything but good, 
owing to the want of a proper sewerage system, 
there being over seventy houses in the village; 
yet there is not a sewer of any kind. 
cination, owing to cases of scarlatina in the dis- 
trict. 


Dromore, West; Hasky, W.—Health of dis- 
trict good. A few cases of scarlatina occurred 
during quarter, but no death took place, as at- 
tack was of a mild form. 


Dromore, West; Skreen.—I cannot under- 
stand why the parents are not complying with 
the vaccination laws. The district is healthy, save 
the prevalence of influenza, notably gastric. 


Stico; Ballymote.—There was one case of 
typhus and one of typhoid fever during the quar- 
ter. Influenza very prevalent. District other- 
wise healthy. 


Stico; Carney, No. 1.—The sanitary arrange- 
ments in the district are fairly satisfactory. No 
vaccinations have been performed during present 
quarter, owing to severity of weather.

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During the quarter ended 30th June last, there were registered in the 827 Registrars’ 

- Districts in Ireland 26,859 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 24.6 in every 

1,000 of the estimated population*—and 18,692 deaths, representing an annual rate of 

17.1 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal 

Trish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several 
Irish seaports), 14,650 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24.7 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13.1 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0.3 above the average rate for the corres- 
_ ponding quarter of the ten years 1901-1910, but 0.2 below the rate for the second quarter of 
1910. The deaths are 1,826 below those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1910; 
_ the death-rate is 1.7 below the rate for that quarter, and 1.3 below the average for the 
_ second quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. 
: Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1910, the returns of pauperism 
_ furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 3,480 in the average number

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (7,234) registered in Ireland during the first quarter of 1911 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 6.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 1.1 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1910, and also 0.4 above the average rate for the 
first quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. Of the total number of marriages, 5,934 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,300 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 7.3 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 4.6 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is 0°7 above, but that under the latter 0-4 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June last was 26,859— 
13,732 boys and 13,127 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 40.7, or 24.6 
per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1901-10, was 26,742, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 24.3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 25.1 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 24.2; Ulster, 25.1 ; 


and Connaught, 22.4. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 33.6 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 18.1 for Clare county. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 30.0; Limerick county and county borough, 26.5; Kerry, 26.3; 
Kildare, 25.4; and Wexford, 25.1. The lowest five are—Dublin county, 18.9; Ros- 
common, 19.5; Meath, 19.7; Sligo, 19.9; and Longford, 20.3. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 30th June last 
was 18,692—9,352 males and 9,340 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 58.5, 
or 17.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding 


quarter of the ten years, 1901-10, was 18 .4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 18.2 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 16.2; in Ulster, 17.5; and in Connaught, 15.3. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 12.2 in Leitrim to 22.1 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Kerry, 13.4; Ros- 
common, 14.2; King’s County, 14.4; Galway, 15.0; and Tipperary, N.R. 15.4; and 
the highest five are—Tyrone, 21.2; Westmeath, 19.6; Fermanagh, 19.4 ; Monaghan, 
18.8; and Londonderry county and county borough, 18.3,

Acxrs.—Of the 18,692 deaths registered last quarter, 2,058, or 11.0 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age; and 7,904, or 42.3 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths “of infants under one year old are equal to 76.5 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 12 .2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11.3 per cent. ; in Ulster, 10.7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8.4 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 35.6 per cent.; in Munster, to 43.8 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 42.3 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 54.5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE 


DisEAsES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
779, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0.71 per 1,000 living.

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Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever were 52 in number and represent 
an annual rate of 0-05 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland estimated to the middle of 
the year. The average number of deaths from enteric fever in the corresponding quarter 


_ of the 5 years 1906—1910 was 72, and the number in each of the three quarterly periods 


preceding the quarter under review was 60, 85, and 86. Of the 52 deaths for the period 
under notice, 7 belonged to the union of South Dublin, 5 to North Dublin, 4 were registered 
in the Superintendent Registrar’s district of Tuam, and 3 in each cf the unions of Dungannon 
Enniskillen, and Lurgan. 


TypHus.—The deaths from typhus which were 11, 21, and 14 in the three quarters 
preceding, numbered 15 in the period under notice, and are 4 below the average for the 
corresponding period of the years 1906—10. The deaths occurred in the following unions— 
In each of Cork and Skibbereen, 3 deaths; in Fermoy, 2 deaths; and in each of the unions 
of Clonakilty, Clonmel, Dublin South, Gort, Lisburn, Millford, and Oughterard, one death. 


_ SmAtu-Pox.—The returns of the Registrars showed that no mortality from this 
disease was recorded in Ireland during the period under notice. 





MeEas.es.—The deaths from measles, 153 in number, are below the average (200) for 
the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1906—10, the respective numbers in each of the 
three quarters preceding that under notice being 189, 120, and 137, respectively. The 
153 deaths are equivalent to a rate of 0-14 per 1,000 of the estimated population. Of 
the total, 73 belonged to Dublin County borough, 13 to Dublin county, 11 to Kildare 
county, and 12 to Donegal county. In Clane and Timahoe, North, 5 deaths from measles 
were registered ; in Newbridge, 6 deaths ; and in Ballyshannon, 6 deaths. 


ScaRLET Frever.—The deaths from scarlet fever in the period under notice numbered 
61, and were 35 above the average (26) for the preceding 5 years, 1906—10. The mortality 
in the September, December, and March quarters preceding was 38, 64, and 78 deaths 
respectively. Of the 61 deaths, 13 appertained to Dublin county borough, and in the 
following unions the deaths from scarlet fever registered were :—in each of Dromore West 
and Lisburn, 6 deaths ; in Larne, 5 deaths ; in Kilrush, 3 deaths ; and in each of Ballinrobe, 


Clogher, Irvinestown, and Lurgan, 2 deaths. 


Wuoorine-Coucu.—The mortality from whooping-cough, 197 deaths, is below the 
average (302) for the corresponding period of the 5 years, 1906—10, and is equivalent to 
an annual rate of 0-18 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the preceding three 
quarters the deaths numbered 199, 190, and 238 respectively.

Of the 
deaths, registered, 28 appertained to Dublin county borough, 6 to the registrar’s district 
of Dundalk, 4 to Portaferry district in the union of Downpatrick, and 4 were registered 
in Ballylesson district in the union of Lisburn. 

Drarpu@an DisEasEs.—Diarrheea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age 
caused 168 deaths, there were 28 deaths from diarrhcea of persons aged above 2 
years and there were 5 deaths from dysentery. In Dublin county borough the

TUBERCULOUS DisEAsE.—The number of deaths returned by the Registrars as having 
been caused by tuberculous disease was 2,675 and is equivalent to a rate of 2-45 of the 
population estimated to the middle of the year. 


The following notes have been selected from th 
as affording special information regarding tuberculous disease, 
country :— ; 

Balrothery ; Lusk.—‘‘ The health of the district has been remarkably eae my, oe 
seven deaths registered, five were 70, 79, 81, 85, and 91 years respectively. we ere ayaa 
been a recent case of tuberculosis of the lungs for the past two years, and as far as 


ose kindly furnished by the Registrars 
se, and the sanitation of the 
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there is not a single case of such either chronic or otherwise. Such a state of things is 
phenomenal, and I attribute this most satisfactory statement to the better housing of 
the poor as provided by the District Council, in the way of Labourers’ Cottages, improved 
drainage, &c., and the people being alive to a higher sense of cleanliness and ventilation, 
and to hygienic laws in general.” 


Birr ; Birr.—‘* During the past half-year there has not been any case of infectious 
disease. Cases of tuberculosis are rare in this district at present.” 


Trim ; Summerhill.—‘‘ There were five deaths from tuberculosis during the quarter. 
If compulsory segregation could be practised, in a very short time tuberculosis would be 
returned as ‘0’ as regularly as typhus.” 


Ballymahon; Ballymore.—“ Sanitary condition of the district good. One death 
occurred from pulmonary tuberculosis. I have another case of pulmonary tuberculosis 
under treatment which came from another district, and another, a young man, who 
contracted the disease from a brother who returned from the United States, North America. 





Athy ; Stradbally.—‘‘ The people generally are more alive to the necessity and 
importance of good hygienic observances. There are only two deaths from tuberculosis 
registered during the quarter.” 


Youghal; Clashmore.—‘‘ The one death from tuberculous disease was of a girl of 
21 years, who returned from America ten days previously.” 


Bantry ; Durrus and Kilcrohane.—“ The case of death from tuberculosis registered 
was contracted in America.” 


Dunmanway ; Coolmountain.—‘ I am pleased to state that the labourers, with the 
exception of perhaps half a dozen, keep their cottages clean and tidy, and the houses 
are a credit to them.” 


Listowel; Ballylongford.‘ Cases of consumption on the decreasing side.” 


Ballymoney ; Castlequarter.—* I am attending five cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, 
four of which have returned here from U.S. A.” 3 


Lisburn; Knocknadona.—“ Two of the tuberculosis cases originated outside the 
district.” 


Cavan; Killashandra.—‘‘ The Branch of the Women’s National Health Association 
and Guild of Girls’ Health Association are doing useful and good work in the district.”’ 


Cootehill; Tullyvin.—‘ District healthy. One of the two cases of tuberculous 
disease was contracted in London.” 


Irvinestown ; Irvinestown.—‘ Three cases of phthisis pulmonalis registered. I am 
sorry to say this disease seems to be on the increase in this district, and I find it extremely 
difficult to have any ordinary precautions to prevent spread of disease carried out in the 
houses of the patients. Closed windows and doors and sputum scattered over floors, 
clothes, &c., being the usual thing.” 


Cliiden; Roundstone, No. 2.—‘“* One death from phthisis. Two brothers of 
deceased died from same disease. The number of deaths due to this disease in this district 
is decreasing. There has been a marked improvement in the sanitation of dwelling houses 
in this district during the last few years, especially since the Congested Districts Board 
commenced to make grants towards the improvement of dwellings.” 


Gort ; Ardrahan.— Have had two cases of tuberculosis this quarter in two children— 
sisters ; one, tuberculosis of lungs; second, glandular, in which I traced the source of 
infection to a milch cow with sore udder, sore teat. Father and mother of children 
healthy, home very clean and sanitary. No case of phthisis near. Children too young 
to go io school, living in a country house in a breezy upland, yard free from dung or 
cesspools.”’

This number corresponds to an annual death-rate of 0-71 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, the rate for the three preceding quarters being 0-73, 0-83 
and 0-80 respectively. 1 


Viotence.—The deaths returned as having been caused by violence, accidental, 
homicidal, or suicidal, numbered 221.

_ Inquests.—There were 398 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 47 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 46 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 55, in 
Ulster 1 to 38, and in Connaught 1 to 97. 


Deratus in Pustic Instrrutions.—Of the 18,692 deaths registered, 3,783, or 20.2 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 28.5, in 
Munster 22.8, in Ulster 15.1, and in Connaught 12.2.

At Valencia and 
at Limerick an additional observation was taken at 3 p.m. The after noon observations are used in 
preparing the wind summaries and in computing the number of days of “ overcast ” OG vs clear sky.

1872-1911.—By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous year, deducting the 
deaths and emigration, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-81, 1882-91, 1892-1901, and 1902-1911, to allow for the 
discrepancy between the number thus arrived at for 1881, 1891, 1901, and 1911 respectively, and the population as shown 
by the Census in each of these years.

On the form supplied to each Registrar for the purpose of furnishing his Quarterly Return he ts 
requested by the Registrar-General to make such observations as he may consider desirable with 
reference to the Sanitary arrangements in the District, the prevalence or fatality of Epidemic or 
other diseases, and, in general, any circumstance affecting the Public Health which, in his opinion, 
deserves attention. 


In compliance with this request, remarks have, in many instances, been appended by the Registrars 





to their Returns, from which the following Notes have been selected.

Of the seven deaths 
registered, five were 70, 79, 81, 85, and 91 years 
respectively. There has not been a recent case of 
tuberculosis of the lungs for the past two years, 
and, as far as I know, there is not a single case of 
such, either chronic or otherwise. Such a state of 
things is phenomenal, and I attribute this most 
satisfactory statement to the better housing of the 
poor, as provided by the District Council in the 
way of labourers’ cottages, improved drainage, 
etc., and the people being alive to a higher sense 
of cleanliness and ventilation, and to hygienic laws 
in general.

CastLeBarR; Castlebar, No. 2.—The sanitary 
condition of the district seems to be good. 


Craremornets; Ballyhaunis.—Health of district 
good. No zymotics or cancer. Sanitation pro- 
gressive. Dwelling houses vastly improved in re- 
gard of cleanliness, light, and air. In ten of the 
deaths registered, the ages varied between 80 and 
96 years. 


CLAREMORRIS; Claremorris, W.—Half the 
deaths registered are those of persons over 65 
years ; of these, 14 are over 70 years, and of these 
again, six are over 80 years. There is a constant 
improvement going on in the district so far as the 
sanitary condition of the farmers’ houses is con- 
cerned. The Congested Districts Board have 
done great service in this respect. 


Kiniata; Killala, W.—Two cases of scarlet 
fever occurred in the district during the quarter. 
There was no other infectious disease prevalent 
except some cases of influenza and tuberculosis. 


Swinerorp; Kiltamagh.—Measles and whoop- 
ing-cough very prevalent. Vaccination delayed 
owing to above. 


Westport; Achill.—Sanitary state good; no 
epidemic present, and general health of district 
very good. 


Westport; Ballycroy.—Vaccination very satis- 
factory. A number of cases of acute anterior 
polio-myelitis (two cases at ages of 13 and 20 
years). 


Westport; Zslandeady.—The district is in a 
sanitary condition. A few cases of scarlatina were 
reported during the past quarter, but they were 
of a mild form. Vaccination returns are better 
than last quarter. 


Westport; Lowisburgh.—Sanitary condition of 
district very good. No epidemic or case of infec- 
tious disease occurred in district during quarter. 
Vaccination attendance very good owing to wea- 
ther being fine. 


Westport; Mewport.—Sanitary condition of 
some of the houses in the town very bad. Owing 
to an epidemic of scarlatina a number of children 
had to be postponed for vaccination. Otherwise 
the general health and sanitary condition of the 
district is satisfactory. 


Westport; Westport, W.—One death from 
puerperal fever. There has been an outbreak of 
acute polio-myelitis (infantile paralysis) . which 
has already affected 14 children. None of the 
cases exhibit evidence of cerebral trouble, though 
in two instances speech has been affected. The 
other cases show one or more limbs paralysis.

Arutone; Bridesweli.Sanitary condition of 
district very fair. Whooping-cough prevalent for 
last six weeks; vaccination backward, it being im- 
possible to get them to bring in the children.

Boyvte; Boyle, No. 1, W.—There were some © 


cases of scarlet fever and chicken pox during the 
last month of the quarter. 


CaRrRICK-ON-SHANNON; Aughrim.—One case of 


scarlatina; otherwise the district has been very 
healthy. 
CastiterREAGH: Ballaghaderreen.—The health 


of the district has been very good; a few cases of 
influenza showed themselves in the early portion 
of the quarter, but no deaths followed. 


CastitereacH; Frenchpark.—The sanitary con- 
dition of Frenchpark is still very bad. The health 
of the district has been very good during past 
quarter. 


CASTLEREAGH ; Loughglinn.—The health of the 
district is improving. No doubt it is due to the 
system of arterial drainage being carried out, and 
to the large number of new dwellings, and the 
continued improvement in the old ones. Vaccina- 
tion defective. There have been three deaths at 
90 years of age and over. One death from car- 
cinomata. 


Roscommon; Athleague.—The district of Ath- 
league is badly in need of a water supply for drink- 
ing purposes.

Roscommon ; Roscommon, W.—Amongst deaths 
registered during quarter were one case of scarla- 
tina, two of whooping-cough, one of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, and four of pneumonia. 


STRoKESTOWN; Strokestown, W.—There were 
some cases of diphtheria and whooping-cough in 
the district during the quarter. 5

Dromore WEST; Lasky, WV .—Health of district 
good, with the exception of one month during 
quarter, when it was visited with a malignant 
type of scarlatina, which carried off six children.

Dromore WEST; Skreen.—The people are now 
complying with the vaccination laws.

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During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in the 827 
Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,401 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
23.2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 16,011 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 14.6 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 7,023 persons emigrated. 


In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24.4 in every 


- 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 15.5 per 1,000. 


The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0.2 above the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910, and 0.1 above the rate for the third quarter of 
1910. The deaths are 546 above those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1910; 
the death-rate is 0.4 above the rate for that quarter, and 0.1 above the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1910, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 2,894 in the average number 
of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 14,961 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 4,850, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 16,778, the total under both heads being 22.3 per cent. 
under the average for the third quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0.6 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (5.1 per 1,000 of the population) represented by the mar- 
riages registered during the second quarter of 1911 is 0.3 above the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

The Marriages (5,554) registered in Ireland during the second quarter of 1911 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5.1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.1 above 
the rate for the corresponding quarter of 1910, and 0.3 above the average rate for the 
second quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. Of the total number of marriages, 3,729 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,825 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4.6 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6.5 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions.. The rate under the former 
heading is 02 above, and that under the latter 0-5 above the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the previous ten years. , 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 
while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the uther quarters of the year.

The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 30th Sep- 
tember last was 16,011—8,084 males and 7,927 females—affording an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 68.3, or 14.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population; the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1901-10, was 14.5 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 16.8 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 13.3; in Ulster, 15.1; and in Connaught, 11.5. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 10.1 in Leitrim to 24.5 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Longford, 10.7; 
Galway,11.1; Kerry, 11.4; Roscommon, 11.8; and Tipperary, N.R. 11.8 ; and the highest 
five are—Belfast county borough, 17.0; Armagh, 16.2; Monaghan, 16.1; Dublin 
county, 15.9; and Waterford county and county borough, 15.4.

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Acrs.—Of the 16,011 deaths registered last quarter, 2,768, or 17.3 per cent., were of 
infants under one year of age; and 5,833, or 36.4 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 109.0 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 20 .7 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
15.8 per cent. ; in Ulster, 17.7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9.3 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 29.9 per cent. ; in Munster, to 40.6 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 35.9 per cent.; and in 
Connaught, to 48.3 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


DisrasEs.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,904, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 1.74 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the September quarter of 1911, also the average

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Enteric Fever.—During the quarter 86 deaths from enteric fever were registered, 
representing an annual rate of 0-08 per 1,000 of the population, estimated to the middle 
of the year 1911. The average number of deaths in the corresponding period of the 
5 years 1906-10 was 74, and the number in each of the three preceding quarterly periods 
was 85, 86, and 52. Of the 86 deaths for the period under notice, 26 belonged to the 
county borough of Dublin, 7 were registered in Cork county and county borough, 3 in 
each of the Superintendent Registrars’ districts of Ballyshannon, Belfast, and Swine- 
ford, and 7 in Lisburn Union, of which 6 were deaths in Purdysburn Hospital, in the 
Registrar’s district of Ballylesson, of residents of Belfast. 


TypHus.—Five deaths from typhus were registered during the quarter ended 30th 
September, the average number for the corresponding period of the preceding 5 years 
being 14, and the numbers recorded in the December, March, and June quarters preceding 
being 21, 14, and 15 respectively. The 5 deaths registered during the quarter under 
notice occurred in the following unions—Castlebar, Cork, Kilmallock, Millford, and Sligo. 


SmaLt—pox.—No mortality from this disease was recorded for the period under notice, 
nor was the occurrence of the disease reported from any of the Registrars’ districts. 


MEASLES.-—The mortality from measles during the quarter under notice shows a 
decrease when compared with that for the September quarter of the 5 years 1906-10, 
being 55 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 0 -05 per 1.000, while the average was 117 deaths, 
and also shows a decrease as compared with the number of deaths registered in the 
December, March, and June quarters preceding, which numbered 120, 137, and 
153 respectively. Of the 55 deaths during the quarter ended 30th September, 28 belonged 
to Dublin county borough, and 5 were registered in the district of Newtownards. 


ScarRLET Fever.—The number of deaths (47) registered as having been caused by 
scarlet fever shows an increase as compared with an average oi 27 deaths in the corres- 
ponding quarter of the 5 years 1906-10. The mortality in the December, March, and 
June quarters preceding was 64, 78, and 61 deaths respectively. The 47 deaths registered 
during the quarter under notice are equivalent to a rate of 6 -04 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population. Of the total 16 belonged to Dublin county borough, and 8 were registered 
in the Superintendent Registrar’s district of Lisburn, 7 deaths occurring in Purdysburn 
Hospital, Ballylesson, of residents of Belfast. 


WuoopinG-coucH.—The mortality from whooping-cough, which in each of the three 
quarters immediately preceding that under notice was 190, 238, and 197 deaths, declined 
in the quarter ended 30th September to 176 deaths, representing a rate of 0°16 per 
1,000 of the estimated population, the average number of deaths in the corresponding 
period of the 5 years 1906-10 being 186. Of the total, 32 belonged to Dublin county 
borough, 16 to Belfast county borough, 12 to Fermanagh county, 11 to Londonderry 
county and county borough, 15 to Monaghan county, and 10 to Mayo county. 


DipHTHERIA.—The number of deaths from diphtheria registered during the quarter 
amounted to 76, equivalent to a rate of 0:07 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The 
deaths registered in the December, March, and June quarters preceding were 88, 100, and 100 
respectively; the average number in the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 1906-10 
being 68. Of the 76 deaths registered during the period under notice, 19 appertained 
to Dublin county borough, 5 were registered in Ballylesson district, all of which were 
deaths of residents of Belfast occurring in Purdysburn Hospital, and in the following 
Superintendent Registrars’ districts 3 deaths each were registered—Beltfast, Carlow, Cole- 
raine, and Dundalk. 


Drarrua@aL Diseases.—The deaths of 1,293 children under two years of age were 
caused by diarrhoea and enteritis. The deaths of 157 persons aged two years and upwards 
were registered as having been caused by diarrhcea, and 9 deaths were caused by 
dysentery. 


TuBERCULOUS DisEasE.—There were 2,102 deaths registered from all forms otf 
tuberculous. disease, representing a rate of 1-92 per 1,000 of the population, estimated to 
the middle of the year. | 
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The following notes regarding the status of tuberculous disease and of the public 
health generally have been selected from those courteously furnished by the Registrars, 
and appearing at the end of this Report :— 


Baltinglass; Rathvilly—‘‘ Three deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis registered 
during the quarter ; one a man aged 32 years, who had recently returned from America.” 


Carlow ; Bagenalstown.—* The sanitary condition of the district is improving owing 
to the improvements made in many of the labourers’ dwellings.” 


Birr; Frankford.—‘ Great need for improvement in the dwelling houses of the poor.”’ 


Mullingar ; Milltown.—‘ Union cottages in the district not kept in order, or tidy and 
clean, both inside and out, are inspected and reported on by the sanitary and sub-sanitary 
officers. This procedure makes it imperative on the occupiers to keep their premises in 
proper sanitary condition ; nor are they allowed to suffer their plots to grow into weeds 
or grass. They must all be carefully cultivated.” 


Callan ; Mullinahone.—‘‘ Sanitary condition of district fairly good. No infectious 
or contagious disease prevalent. People in general take a more intelligent interest in 
sanitation.”’ 


Antrim ; Crumlin.—‘ The death rate for this last quarter is lower than any I have 
ever registered.” 


Ballymena ; Clogh.—‘ I have been medical officer for over forty years, and never 
before had so low a return for both births and deaths—only 6 deaths.” 


Banbridge ; Ballyward.—* Tuberculosis claimed, as usual, a large percentage of 
the deaths among the young.” 


Irvinestown ; Irvinestown.—‘ Four deaths registered from tuberculous diseases. Of 
these, one death registered had a family history of tuberculosis, five brothers and sisters 
having died from the disease. A second death, a girl about 23 years, had a sister died 
from pulmonary tuberculosis two and a half years ago. A third case is one of tubercular 
meningitis. I attribute all these cases to direct infection, houses being small and ill- 
ventilated, and to want of any precaution to prevent spread of disease.” 


Limavady ; Dungiven.— Tuberculous disease is still prevalent no matter what 
warning as to infection the poor get from the medical officer of health. It seems to have 
little or no effect. Compulsory notification of graver infectious cases, with disinfection 
of surroundings, would be most desirable.” 


Monaghan ; Monaghan.—“ Of 45 deaths during the quarter ending 30th September, 
11 died of tuberculous diseases.”’ ; 


Cookstown ; Stewartstown.—* District exceedingly healthy ; has not been so healthy 
for a great number of years, if ever it has been so healthy. Only nine deaths registered.” 


Dungannon ; Coal Island.—‘‘ The district was, on the whole, healthy, and showed 
a marked improvement.” 


Glennamaddy ; Dunmore.—‘‘ The death from tuberculosis was that of an American 
sent home in a dying condition.” 


Manorhamilton ; Lurganboy.—‘‘In my opinion the sanitary arrangements are 
making great progress towards perfection.” 


Castlebar ; Castlebar No. 2.—‘‘ Tuberculosis is very prevalent, due, no doubt, to 
the old houses which the people dwell in, most of them being in insanitary places.” 
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Swineford ; Foxford.—‘* Domestic sanitation, though gradually improving, remains 
very defective. In many cases kitchens serve as byres, and windows are small and 


immovable. Poverty is mm the great majority of these cases the real barrier to hygienic 
progress.” 


Castlereagh ; Loughglinn.—‘ The health of the district continues favourable, however 
the number of deaths from tuberculous disease is on the increase. The greater number of 
its victims have been in the United States. The arterial drainage that is going on in this 
district and the increasing cleanliness of the majority of the people will end in having a 
favourable result.” : 


CancER.—The deaths returned under this heading were 833 in number, equivalent 
to an annual rate of 0-76 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the rate for the December, 
March, and June quarters preceding being 0-83, 0-80, and 0-71 per 1,000 respectively. 


__ VioLENcE.—The deaths returned as having been caused by violence, accidental, homi- 
cidal, or suicidal numbered 245. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Measles in 11 districts, scarlet fever in 35, whooping-cough in 31, diphtheria in 23, enteric 
fever in 18, influenza in 2, mumps in one, chicken-pox in 2, and acute anterior polio-myelitis 
in 3 districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 217.] - 


Inquests.—There were 398 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 40 of the total deaths registered. 


__ In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 35 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 46, in 
Ulster 1 to 35, and in Connaught 1 to 97. 


DeEatus IN Pusiic Instirutions.—Of the 16,011 deaths registered, 3,247, or 20.3 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 26.5, in Munster 
25.0, in Ulster 14.4, and in Connaught 13.7. 


UncErRTIFIED DEATHS.—According to the returns, 3,336 of the 16,011 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being more than 20 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 15, in Munster 23, in Ulster 17, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 48 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter 
ended 30th September, 1911, and in each of the eight quarters immediately 
preceding ; with the ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the third quarter 
of the year 1911, there were 22,409 persons successfully vaccinated. 


EMIGRATION. 


The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 30th September last was 7,023 (3,557 males and 
3,466 females), being 1,611 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1910, and 
2,182 below the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1901-1910.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last quarter was 6d., 
which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) 
bread, delivered. In the third quarter of the year 1910 the average price was 6d., and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1901 it was 5d. 


The average price of oatmeal (1st quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 138s. 6d. per 
cwt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1910 the average price was 13s. 6d., 
and for the third quarter of 1901 the average price was 12s. 9d. per cwt. 


The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 
were 3s. Od. to 3s 5d. In the third quarter of 1910 the average prices were 3s. 2d. to 
3s. 10d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1901 were 2s. 10d. to 3s. 6d. 


The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the quarter were from 
5ls. 6d. to 57s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding quarter of 1910 the average prices 
were from 54s. to 61s. 6d.,and in the third quarter of 1901 they were from 52s. to 57s. 6d. 


The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of Dublin for the quarter 
was 2ls. per ton nett, excepting in the coal strike during July, when prices were 
suspended. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for the quarter was 794 
and the lowest 76%. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of Ireland 
during the quarter ended 30th September, was 43 per cent., to which it was raised 
from 4 per cent. on the 21st September.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the third quarter of 1911 was 36,284, or 2,894 below the average for the correspond- 
ing period in 1910. 

; The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 39,107 being 14,961 below the average for the third quarter of 1910. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 1911, an average 
number of 1,641 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals ; in the corresponding quarter of 1910 the average weekly 
number was 1,618.

Rainfall—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog, and Gale, are 
counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the case of rainfall (see above) 
the day is the civilday. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear sky,” if the average of the estimates of the 
“amount of cloud” at the hours of observation is less than 2, and as an “‘ overcast” day if the average 1s 
greater than 8. ; 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observations of calms 
and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. At Valencia and Armagh the 
wind observations are based on the records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities 
of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles _ 
in the hour, or above, as gales.

. Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 55 years 1871-1905 ; 
Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed from the data 
for the stations included in the Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office. Only a selection of 
these stations is included in this Report. The average values with which the current district values are 
compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The district values for “ amount of cloud ” and for the extremes 
of temperature and the largest rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the

STRANORLAR ; Cloghan.—Sanitary arrangements 
satisfactory. 


SrranoruaR; Aidlygordon.—Notwithstanding 
the heat of this summer, district has been very 
healthy and immune from all infantile epidemics 
of diarrhea, etc. Three cases of typhoid fever 
were notified from one house, most probably due to 
want of care in using water for drinking. Due 
precautions have been taken, and there has been 
no spread. The majority of deaths reported were 
of persons aged 70 years and upwards. 


Down County. 


BanBripGE; Ballyward.—Of the twenty-six 
deaths, sixteen were of persons over 65 years of 
age; one of these was 100 years old. Two children 
died of convulsions, both under one year old. 
The parents summoned no medical aid. Tuber- 
culosis claimed, as usual, a large percentage 
of the deaths among the young. A mild out- 
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break of diphtheria occurred. There were no 
deaths from the disease. A portion of the dis- 
trict, ‘‘ The Nurseries,’? has no water supply, the 
nearest well being about half-a-mile away. This 
requires rectifying. | Two cases of enteric fever 
occurred. The sanitary condition of the district is 
very fair. 


Bansrivce; Loughbrickland.—The sanitary ar- 
rangements of the district are fairly good. There 
was one case of typhoid fever, in which the patient 
succumbed to cerebral meningitis, and one case of 
scarlatina, which got well. There has been an epi- 
demic of vomiting and diarrhea during August 
and September. 


Betrast ; Castlereagh, No. 1.—No deaths from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis. 


Downpatrick ; Ballynahinch.—There have been 
some cases of gastro-enteric catarrh in children, 
with three deaths, but otherwise district has been 
fairly heathy. 


Downpatrick ; Aillyleagh.—There is at present 
an epidemic of measles in this district. The dis- 
ease is of a mild type, and no deaths have been 
registered as due to it. The district has suffered 
great inconvenience from scarcity of water, es- 
pecially in the village of Crossgar. 


Downpatrick; Lortaferry.—Some cases of 
whooping-cough occurred in the Ratallagh and 
Cloghey divisions of the district, and spread from 
Newtownards district. Diarrhea and influenza, 
with sore throat, were prevalent in August and 
September, and there were eight cases of infantile 
paralysis (anterior polio-myelitis) in August and 
September.

Lisspurn; //i/sborough.—District particularly 
healthy. I think there never were so few deaths 
registered in a quarter. Of the eleven registered, 
one was of a child prematurely born, and nine 
were of persons over 65 ; two of the latter over 90. 


Lisspurn ; Saintfield.—General health of district 
good. Slight epidemic of measles and whooping- 
cough ; no death registered from either cause. 


Lurean ; J/oira.—A very low death-rate again 
this quarter. 


Lurgan ; Iaringstown.—The district is healthy, 
and the death-rate is small.

NewTownarps ; Greyabbey.—Births and deaths 
about average. During the quarter six deaths 
were registered as due to summer diarrhcea—all 
children under one year. No other epidemic.

Newrownarps; Vewtownards, \W.—The epi- 
demic of measles continued during the quarter. 


The disease is not of a very severe type in most of

Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 23,875 births—a number equal to an annual birth-rate of 
21.8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*—and 17,025 deaths, representing an 
annual rate of 15.6 per 1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained 
by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators 
at the several Irish seaports), 4,791 persons emigrated. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 22.9 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 13.5 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0.2 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910, and 0.1 below the rate for the fourth quarter of 
1910. The deaths are 660 below those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1910; 
the death-rate is 0.6 below the rate for that quarter, and 0.8 below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1910, the returns of pauperism 
furnished by the Local Government Board show a decrease of 2,422 in the average number 
of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays during the quarter, and a decrease of 14,622 in the 
average number of persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years, 1901-1910, the 
number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 4,971, and the number of persons on 
out-door relief shows a decrease of 16,795, the total under both heads being 21 .9 per cent. 
under the average for the fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in 
the population as compared with the average population for those years 1s 0.6 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4.8 per 1,000 of the population) represented by the mar- 
riages registered during the third quarter of 1911 is 0.1 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

MARRIAGES. 


The Marriages (5,242) registered in Ireland during the third quarter of 1911 are 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.2 below 
the rate for the corresponding ,quarter of 1910, and 0.1 below the average rate for 
the third quarter of the ten years 1901-1910. Of the total number of marriages, 3,442 
were registered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,800 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual rate of 4.3 per 1,000 
of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and the latter affording a rate of 6.3 per 
1,000 of the members of all other religious persuasions. The rate under the former 
heading is equal to and that under the latter 0-4 below the average rate for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the previous ten years. 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater portion 
of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is celebrated in the first quarter, 


while as regards other marriages the number in the first quarter is generally less than 
that for any of the other quarters of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st December last was 


23,875—12,337 boys and 11,538 girls—being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in every 45.8, 
or 21.8 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The average number of births registered 
during the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1901-10, was 24,232, equivalent to an 
annual rate of 22.0 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. 


The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are—Leinster, 22.1 
per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 1911 ; Munster, 21.4; Ulster, 21.9 ; 


and Connaught, 21.7. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 29.1 for Dublin county borough, 
and the lowest 17.1 for Dublin county. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Belfast county borough, 25.9; Antrim 23.3; Kerry, 22.9 ; Mayo, 22.7; and Limerick 
county and county borough, 22.7. The lowest five are—Cavan, 17.2; Meath, 17.4; 
Monaghan, 17.5; Wicklow, 17.6; and Carlow, 18.7. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 31st Decem- 
ber last was 17,025—8,431 males and 8,594 females—afiording an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 64.3, or 15.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the average rate for the - . 
corresponding quarter of the ten years, 1901-10, was 16.4 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 17.9 per 1,000 of the population according to the 
Census of 1911; in Munster, 14.7; in Ulster, 15.6; and in Connaught, 12.4. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 11.4 in Mayo, to 23.8 in 
Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest five are—Kerry, 12.1; 
Roscommon, 12.1; Galway, 12.2; Clare, 12.8 and Tipperary, N.R. 12.8; and the 
highest five are—Kilkenny, 18.8 ; Queen’s County, 17.7; Armagh, 16-8 ; Longford, 16.6; 
and Belfast county borough, 16.5.

AcxEs.—Of the 17,025 deaths registered last quarter, 2,173, or 12.8 per cent., were‘of 
infants under one year of age; and 6,993, or 41.1 per cent., were of persons aged 65 years 
and upwards. The deaths of infants under one year old are equal to 91.0 per 1,000 of 
the births registered. In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children 
under one year old equalled 14 .6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
12.5 per cent. ; in Ulster, 12.5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 8.9 per cent. The deaths 
of persons 65 years old and upwards registered during the quarter in Leinster are equal 
to 35.5 per cent.; in Munster, to 43.0 per cent. ; in Ulster, to 40.8 per cent. ; and in 
Connaught, to 53.4 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE 


DisEASES.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases* is 
1,071, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0.98 per 1,000 living. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from some of the principal epidemic 
diseases, as registered during the December quarter of 1911, also the average 
number of deaths registered from each of these diseases, in the corresponding period 
of the 5 years, 1906-1910.

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Enteric Fever.—During the quarter 99 deaths from enteric fever were registered, 
representing an annual rate of 0-09 per 1,000 of the population estimated to the middle of 
the year. The average number of deaths in the corresponding quarter of the 5 years 
1906-10 was 90, and the numbers in the March, June, and September quarters of 1911 
were 86, 52, and 86 deaths respectively. Of the total registered during the period under 
notice, 17 occurred in the superintendent registrar’s district of South Dublin, 9 in North 
Dublin, 8 were registered in the superintendent registrar’s district of Cork, and 15 in 


Omagh. 


Typxus.—The mortality from typhus shows a decrease when compared with the 
average for the corresponding period of the 5 years 1906-10, the number of deaths regis- 
tered during the quarter under notice being 9, and the average 14. In the March 
June, and September quarters of 1911, 14, 15, and 5 deaths respectively, were 
registered. The 9 deaths registered during the quarter occurred in the following unions :— 
in South Dublin, 3 deaths; in Killarney, 2 deaths; and in each of the unions of Athlone, 
Ballina, Cahersiveen, and Cork, one! death. 


SMALL—Pox.---No deaths from this cause were registered during the quarter under 
notice, nor was the occurrence of the disease reported from any registrar’s district. 


Mzastes.—The number of deaths from this cause, which had risen from 137 in the March 
quarter of 1911 to 153 in the June quarter, and fallen to 55 in the September quarter, 
rose in the December quarter to 75 deaths, representing a rate of 0.07 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population to the middle of 1911, the average number for the corresponding 
period of the 5 years 1906-10 being 127. Of the 75 deaths 42 were registered in Dublin 
county borough, 17 in the superintendent registrar’s district of Cork, 6 in Newtownards, 
and 3 in Downpatrick. 


ScaRLeT Fever.---During the quarter 100 deaths from this cause were registered, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 0.09 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the March, 
June, and September quarters deaths from this disease were respectively 78, 61, and 47 in 
number, the average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years 1906-10, being 38. Of the 
total, 23 deaths were registered in Dublin county borough, 11 in Lisburn union (all of 
which were deaths occurring in Purdysburn Hospital appertaining to Belfast county 
borough), and 9 in Bellast county borough. 


Wuoopi1ne-Coucu.—-The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 149, 
representing an annual rate of 0.14 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The numbers 
in the March, June, and September quarters were 238, 197, and 176 deaths, respectively, 
and the average number for the fourth quarter of the five years 1906-10 was 179. Of 
the total, 31 were registered in Dublin county borough, 32 in Belfast county borough, 
and 20 in Armagh county. . 


DipHTHERIA.—The number of deaths registered from this cause was 97, the average 
number for the corresponding quarter of the previous 5 years being 93. The 97 deaths 
registered are equivalent to an annual rate of 0.09 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
In the March, June, and September quarters preceding the deaths from diphtheria were 
100, 100, and 76, respectively. Of the total, 24 deaths occurred in Dublin county borough, 
and 9 in Belfast county borough, and in the following unions two or more deaths from 
diphtheria were registered :—in Larne, 9 deaths, in Lisburn, 8 deaths (6 of which were of 
persons admitted to Purdysburn Fever Hospital from Belfast county borough), in Cork, 
4 deaths; in each of Dundalk, Galway, Nenagh, and Newry, 3 deaths, and in each of 
Banbridge, Enniscorthy, Limerick and Newtownards two deaths. 


DrIaRRH@AL DiseasEs.—The deaths of 479 children under two years of age were 
caused by diarrhoea and enteritis. |The deaths of 60 persons aged two years and upwards 
were caused by diarrhcea, and 3 deaths from dysentery were also registered. 

TusercuLous Disrase.—The deaths registered from all forms of tuberculous disease 
were 2,136 in number, and represent a rate of 1.95 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 


The following notes regarding tuberculous disease or circumstances affecting the 
public health of their districts have been selected from those courteously furnished by 
the Registrars, and which appear at the end of this Report :— : 


Rathdown ; Kingstown, No. 1.—“ There is a good deal of tuberculosis here.” - 


Cavan; Killashandra.—‘‘ The branch of the Women’s National Health Association is 
doing good work, distributing leaflets on hygiene, and visiting the people partly under 
my directions.” 
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Glenties; Dunglow, No. 2.—*‘ Phthisis is abundant.” 


Millford ; Rosguill.—‘ Bad housing in this district has been a fruitful cause of tuber- 
culosis, especiatly of bones and joints.” 


Lisburn; Saintfield—** Pulmonary tuberculosis apparently on increase.” 


Limavady; Ballykelly.—** Two deaths registered from tuberculous trouble; one 
having occurred in a house with six other children, the house being in a wretched con- 
dition. It is now condemned as unfit for human habitation.” 


Carrickmacross ; Donaghmoyne.—‘‘ One of those who died from phthisis contracted 
the disease in U.S.A.” 


Dromore West; Hasky.—‘‘ Health of district very good, only 8 deaths registered ; 
most unusual. <A great number of new buildings throughout the district for cattle, pigs, 
&c., so that the sanitary condition of the people is much improved.” 


Cancer.—The deaths returned under this heading were 813 in number, and were 
equivalent to an annual rate of 0.74 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the rates for 
the March, June, and September quarters being 0.80, 0.71, and 0.76, respectively. 


VIoLENCE.—The deaths returned as having been caused by violence (accidental, 
homicidal, or suicidal) were 243 in number. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following diseases :— 
Measles in 9 districts, scarlet fever in 52, whooping-cough in 25, diphtheria in 30, enteric 
fever in 15, influenza in 13, mumps in 2, cerebro-spinal meningitis in 1, and acute anterior 
polio-myelitis in 1 district. [See Appendix to this Report commencing on page 295. | 


Inqugsts.—There were 406 inquests reported to the Registrars during the quarter ; 
this number being equal to 1 in every 42 of the total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 47 deaths registered, in Munster 1 to 51, in 
Ulster 1 to 30, and in Connaught 1 to 118. 


Deatus In Pusuic Instirutions.—Of the 17,025 deaths registered, 3,682, or 21.6 
per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the percentage was 30.0, in Munster 
23.8, in Ulster 16.1, and in Connaught 12.0. 


UNcERTIFIED DEATHS.—According to the returns, 4,046 of the 17,025 deaths which 
were registered during the quarter were uncertified, being nearly 24 per cent. of the 
total. In Leinster the percentage was 17,in Munster 27, in Ulster 19, and in Connaught 
the uncertified deaths were 50 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province.

The Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, 
who acted as enumerators at the several Irish seaports, show that the number of emigrants 
who left Ireland during the quarter ended 31st December last was 4,791 (2,274 males and 
2,517 females), being 77 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1910, and 
872 below the average number for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1901-1910.

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last quarter was 6d., 
which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) 
bread, delivered. In the fourth quarter of the year 1910 the average price was 6d., and in 
the corresponding quarter of 1901 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the quarter was 13s. 6d. per 
cewt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1910 the average price was 13s. 6d., 
and for the fourth quarter of 1901 the average price was 13s. 9d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market for the quarter 


were 2s. 10d. to 3s. ld. In the fourth quarter of 1910 the average prices were 3s. 3d. to 
3s. 10d., and the prices for the corresponding quarter of 1901 were 1s. 10d. to 2s. 4d. 


The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the quarter were from 
54s. 6d. to 59s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding quarter of 1910 the average prices 
were from 52s. 6d. to 58s. Od., and in the fourth quarter of 1901 they were from. 50s. to 


55s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of Dublin for the quarter 
ranged from 22s. to 23s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for the quarter was 79% 
and the lowest 764.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the fourth quarter of 1911 was 38,565, or 2,422 below the average for the correspond- 
ing period in 1910. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the quarter 
was 38,945 being 14,622 below the average for the fourth quarter of 1910. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 1911, an average 
number of 1,631 in each week was located in asylums for the blind and the deaf and dumb, 
and in extern hospitals; in the corresponding quarter of 1910 the average weekly 
number was 1,608.

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1911 was 29.513 
inches, being 0.204 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years 
1906-1910; the highest reading (30.399 inches) was on the 10th October, at 9 A.M., wind E., 
and the lowest (28 .545 inches) on the 3lst December, at 9 p.m., wind 8.W. 


The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 44.8°, being 0.1° above the 
average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years 1906-1910. 


The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 73. 9° and the minimum 
24.7°. The maximum heat in sun was 104.09. 


Rain or snow fell on 63 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 10 .583 inches, 
being 2.850 inches above the average for the fourth quarter of the five years 1906-1910. 
The greatest monthly rainfall was in November, when:3.735 inches were registered. 


The wind blew on 17 days from W., on 15 days from §., on 14 days from 8.W., 
on 13 days from E., on 7 days from N., on one day from N.E., on one day from 8.E., on 
one day from N.W., and the air was calm on 23 days at 9 A.M. 


October.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29.717 inches ; 
the highest reading (30.399 inches) was on the 10th, at 9 a.m., wind E.; and the lowest 
(28.727 inches) on the 22nd,at 9 a.m.,air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 
49 .2°, the maximum registered was 73.9°, and the minimum 35.3°. The 22nd was the 
warmest day, and the 29th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 49.1°, 
and of the wet bulb, 44.9°. The maximum heat in the sun was 104.0°, and the minimum 
on the grass 22.8°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 83.1 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 7.2 hours on the 8th. The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on 9 nights. The maximum ozone was 0.8, the minimum 0.0, and the 
mean 0.4. Rain or snow fell on 18 days. The rain-fall measured 3.553 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 0.820 inch on the 26th. 


November.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29 .458 inches ; 
the highest reading (30.092 inches) was on the 29th, at 9 a.M., air calm, and the 
lowest (28.740 inches) on the 17th, at 9 p.m., air calm. The mean temperature of 
the air was 42.4°, the maximum registered was 58.3°, and the minimum 24.7°. The 
5th was the warmest day, and the J]1th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb 
was 42.4°, and of the wet bulb 40.3°. The maximum heat in sun was 87.9°, and the 
minimum on the grass 22.6°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 62.4 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 6.1 hours on the 10th. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 12 nights. The maximum ozone was 0.8, the minimum 0.0, 
and the mean 0.5. Rain or snow fell on 20 days. The rain-fall measured 3.735 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0.880 inch on the 12th. 


Deccinber.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 29 .363 inches, the 
highest reading (30.159 inches) was on the 31st at 9 p.M., wind 8.W., and the lowest (28 .545 
inches) on the 10th, at 9 p.m., wind W.N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 42 .9° ; 
the maximum registered was 56 .8°, and the minimum 26.7°. The 19th was the warmest 
day, and the 6th the coldest night. The mean of the dry-bulb was 42.9°, and of the wet 
bulb 41.0°. The maximum heat in sun was 79.1°, and the minimum on the grass 22.0°. 
The total amount of sunshine recorded was 42.1 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 5.8 hours on the 7th. The minimum on the grass was below 32° on 15 nights.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the names of the 
stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 9 p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, 
telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting 
stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 6 p.m.; Italics, auxiliary climatological stations, 9 a.m. only. At Valencia and 
at Limerick an additional observation was taken at 3 p.m. The afternoon observations are used in 
preparing the wind summaries and in computing the number of days of “overcast” or “clear sky.” 
At telegraphic reporting stations (italic capitals or Roman type) the results given under “ hygrometer”’ and 
“cloud ” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for station level. They 
are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m.; or 7 a.m., 1 p.m., 9 p.m.; or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case 
may be. 

a Hrprotnetar +-ikt certain stations the vapour pressure and relative humidity are the results obtained 
from the daily values. These are entered in italic type. At other stations the calculations are made 
from the monthly means of the dry and wet bulb readings. 

Rainfall—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning observation. 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog, and Gale, are 
counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the case of rainfall (see above) 
the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear sky,” if the average of the estimates of the 
“amount of cloud ” at the hours of observation is less than 2. and as an “ overcast” day if the average is 
greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observations of calms 
and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. At Valencia and Armagh the 
wind observations are based on the records of a standard Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities 
of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have been entered as “ fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles 
in the hour, or above, as gales. 

Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature an 
Bright Sunshine for the 25 years*1881-1905. 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed from the data 
for the stations included in the Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office. Only a selection of 
these stations is included in this Report. The average values with which the current district values are 
compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The district values for “‘ amount of cloud ” and for the extremes 
of temperature and the largest rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the

Of the 101,758 children whose births were registered in Ireland during the year 1911, there 
were 73,856 returned as having been successfully vaccinated ; 2,990 as having had their vaccina- 
tions postponed; 151 were returned as unsuccessful,on the ground of constitutional insusceptibility 
of the vaccine disease ; 6,434 as having died before vaccination; 4,518 were returned as “ un- 
accounted for owing to removal from district or otherwise,” and 13,809 were reported as defaulters 
who had not been granted an extension of time under Form B., First Schedule. When ex- 
pressed in percentages, it appears that 72°6 per cent. of the total were reported as successfully 
vaccinated ; that 2°9 per cent. were postponed on account of the children being unfit for 
_ vaccination; that 0:2 per cent. were insusceptible of vaccination ; that 6°3 per cent. died before 
they were vaccinated ; that 4-4 per cent. were “unaccounted for owing to removal from district 


or otherwise ;” and that 13°6 per cent. were returned as defaulters. ;

From a comparison of the figures in Abstract I. (page 4) relating to the provinces, it 
appears that the successful cases of vaccination in the province of Leinster numbered 16,651, 
or 61'°0 per cent. of the total births registered ; that in Munster the successful vaccinations 
numbered 16,512 or 70:2 per cent. of the total births registered therein ; that in Ulster the 
successful vaccinations numbered 30,858 or 82°6 per cent. of the total births registered ; and 
that in the province of Connaught the number of successful vaccinations reported was 9,835 


or 72°3 per cent. of the total births registered.

There is 
no trouble in getting the parents to submit their 
children to vaccination, and the lymph has given 
excellent results. 

Lisspurn ; Drumbeg.—Percentage of deaths ap- 
pears large, about 14°7; the majority are due to 
premature birth. , 

Lissurn ; Saintfield.—Re cases in Col. 7 ; some 
may have been vaccinated and not registered. Am 
making all enquiri::. 
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Lurean ; Motra.—Those in Col. 6 frequently are 


brought back and are vaccinated or certificate | 


produced. Defaulters often caused by sickness 
in the houses, or by distance. » 


Newry; Rathfryland.—The Guardians of this 
Union have decided to prosecute defaulters no 
longer. 


FERMANAGH COUNTY. 


ENNISKILLEN: Hnniskillen.—I consider the 37 
children unvaccinated are due to District Council 
refusing to enforce Vaccination Acts. 


LONDONDERRY COUNTY AND COUNTY 
BOROUGH. 


CoLERAINE; A ghadowey.—The number in Col. 
2 (14) is large and due to the fact that erysipelas 
and measles towards the end of 1912 involved post- 
ponement. 


CoLERAINE ; Portstewart.—The law governing 
vaccination is very well observed here. 


MONAGHAN COUNTY. 


Monacuan; Hmyvale.—I consider that vac- 
cination is very well attended to in my district. 
People delay sometimes in taking children out 
owing to weather, or in labouring time. 


TYRONE COUNTY. 


Cookstown; Stewartstown.—One child post- 
poned on account of eczema, five died, and one 
removed to Canada. 


DUNGANNON; Benhburb.—Several children died 
from whooping-cough before vaccination.

GALWAY COUNTY. 


BALLINASLOE; Ahascragh.—Vaccination only 
occasionally performed in this district. 
BALLINASLOE: Laurencétown.—Of the defaul- 


ters, 2 were vaccinated but were not brought back 
for inspection. 





Gatway ; Spiddle.—The case in Col. 7, although 
not officially certified, is unfit for vaccination (rash 
all over body). : 


GLENNAMADDY ; Dunmore.—Children unfit, due 


| to skin diseases.

LEITRIM COUNTY. 


Monitx ; Carrigallen.—Six, I believe, were suc- 
cessfully vaccinated but were not brought back for 


inspection. 


MAYO COUNTY. 


Batuina; Ballina.—The number of defaulters 


_is large, and, I fear, will remain so until some 
| prosecutions are ordered. 


BALLINROBE; Cappaghduff.—Weather having 
been bad caused most of the defaulters. 

BELMULLET ; Knocknalower.—Skin disease pre- 
valent in the district. 


SwiNnEForD; “iltimagh.—Owing to the early 
and cruel winter several parents have postponed 


| vaccination till about April next. 


Westport; Achill.—The weather has been so 
bad that children could not be brought from dis- 
tances. 


Westport ; Ballycroy.—The unvaccinated chil- 
dren live miles in most cases off roads, hence there 
is a great difficulty in taking them to stations, 


WEsTPoRT ; Vewport.—Vaccination very slack 


| during latter part of year owing to inclemency of 


weather. 


SLIGO COUNTY. 


Dromore WEST; Hasky.—I expect that the 15 
cases outstanding will come in at end of the quarter 
if weather conditions are favourable. 


Stico; Carney No. 1.—No vaccinations in dis- 
trict during latter half of 1912 owing to scarlatina. 


Suiico; Sligo No. 1.—Thirteen of the defaulters 
were born in the Workhouse, and may have left 
the district. . 
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
